Dear Sir Robert, 


According to the decision at the last 
conference of Canadian Universities, the conference will 
this year meet at the close of the sessions of the Royal 
Society and if the usual dates are selected, that would 
mean I should say that the work of the Royal Society would 
be finished on Thursday, the 22nd of May, and that the Uni- 
versities! Conference would meet on the 23rd and run over 
until the 24th, if necessary. It was also decided that 
the afternoon of the day before the regular meeting of 
the Conference should be set apart for meetings of Com- 
mittees so their reports would be in proper form for the 
full meeting. According to this, the Committees should 
meet on the afternoon of the 22nd. I suppose this would 
not interfere materially with the meeting of the Royal 
society. 


Our Convocation is to be held on the 
eend of May and it would be impossible for me to get to 
Ottawa any earlier than that night, so that I could not 
undertake the secretarial work if the Conference should 
meet before the 23rd. 


I understand it is intended to bring 
the representatives of the Departments of Education of the 
Several provinces together about the same time. I should 
think that the representatives of the Universities ought 
to attend this meeting, but it would mean a longer stay. 
Dr. Murray informs me that you are looking after this end 
of the business. You might be good enough to let me know 
what arrangements are made so that if I am to go to the 
Conference, I can govern myself accordingly. If the meet- 
ing should be arranged for some time before the 22nd, it 
would be quite impossible for me to attend, and I would in 
that case have to ask the President to get some person else 
to record the business of the meeting.

not be of wery much use. I am in quite a quandry. I see 
your point of view that those attending the Royal Society would 
not care to spend an extra night in Ottawa if the work could be 


concluded on the eend, and I see also that of those who do not 
wish to have the two meeting s mixed up. Moreover, I seer at 
that the great majority of those who attend the Universitie 
Conference are not members of the Royal Society, and I do at 
think that the Conference should be made to depend so much on 
the meetings of the other body. I believe that the Conference 
meeting would be a greater success if it were held on Friday 
rather than on Thursday. If it were held on Friday, the work 
might be done in two sessions, starting, say, at 9 o'clock in 

the morning and 2:40 in the afternoon, so that everybody would 

be able to get away that night. As far as I am concerned, it 
makes no difference because some person could be secured to make 
arrangements for the meetings and take the minutes and afterwards 
write them up ready for publication.
